STOCKHOLM, Sweden, via London, 


Jan. 2S.—Maintenance of neutrality h 
conformity with the principles of in 
ternatlonal law was tho keynote of 
all the speeches before both houses o 
parliament yesterday, when the debate 
on the- budget was opened. Leaders o 
all parties dwelt on tbe virtual unan 
Imity of the Swedish people In favor 
Ing firm and impartial neutrality. 
Premier Haminarskjoeld declared this 
to be the policy of the government, bul 
he added: 


"\Ve repudiate the idea that ou.r pol- 


icy means wo will not abandon neu- 
trality under any conditions. It is our 
fervent desire to keep peace and it is 
our duty to work for this end with all 
our might; but we must also reckon 
with 
eventualities in which mainte- 


nance of peace, in spite of all our ef- 
forts, would no longer be profitable." 


Sweden, the premier continued, has 


endeavored 
constantly to co-operate 


with other neutrals, particularly Den- 
mark and Norway to promota common 


tms. 
In these 
efforts 
Sweden

cent for first year; repairs about 1 
cent per mile; storage and insurance 
according to prevailing rates; you can 
approximate the cost per mile.

miles you intend running car.

HELPFUL HINTS

be allowed to wear too much. 
If 


changed to tho front before too much 
wear takes place they will serve a long 
period on tho front wheels. 


A small quantity of glycerine applied 


to the wind shield with a piece of 
clean waste will help to keep the glass 
clean when driving in tho rain. 
The
